WATERLOO, la., (AP) — A 


Waterloo mother was at home 
today with her two small sons 
for whose sake she went to jail 
rather than serve as a juior in 
a murder trial. 


Mrs. Jeanette Watson, 37. was 


released from the Black Hawk 
county jail last night after the 
Towa state supreme court agreed 
'\S hear her appeal from a six 
months contempt of court sentence 
In the state women's reformatory. 


The sentence was. imposed by 


District Judge Shannon B. Charl- 
ton Thursday after Mrs. Watson 
told him she could not sit on 
the jury because "I've got two 
children at home with no one to 
lake care of them." Her two sons 
are aged 8 and 5. '

The supreme court declared her 


case would be reviewed at its 
September session. It set bond 
of $500. 


Mrs. Watson's attorney drove to 


Des Moines, filed an appeal and 
returned to Waterloo to post bond 
and free her from jail. She had 
been kept in jail about 26 houis.

Mrs. Watson then refused to 


take the oath as a juror. She said 
jt\c had not understood that she 
would not be allowed to go home 
nights while the case was being 
heard. 


Mrs. Watson was warned she 


faced a contempt penalty, but 
she still insisted that "I have to 
have some one to take caie of 
them (her children) before I can 
take the oath." Her sentencing 
followed. 


Meanwhile, the trial proceeded 


yilh only 11 jurors. 
" The agreement to proceed with 
one jury post vacant was reached 
by the state and defense in con- 
ference with the judge.

Truman Asks National Unity; 
Inquiry 'Whitewash' - Wiley 


WASHINGTON—(AP)—President Truman's new appeal for na- 


tional unity in the face of the MacArthur controversy was ranged 
today alongside a Republican senator's "whitewash" charge against 
Democrats. 


Truman declared last night "we are in the midst1 of one of .the 


greatest crises this country has ever faced." He added that unless 
the free nations successfully meet the challenge, "the casualties in 
Korea will be one small drop in 
the bucket" compared to those 
"from one of those horrible bombs 
we' talk so much about." 


This was an obvious allusion to 


what the President feels would 
happen if an atomic attack was 
loosed against the United States 
and its allies.

an Inch of loose wires all around, 
and weave it into place from the 
outside. Be sure to use the same 
type of screening as is already on 
the frame. 


If you have to replace all the 


wire, put the frame on saw horses 
and remove the half-round mold- 
ing: holding- the wire in place. Do 
it carefully so you can use the 
molding over again, and then np 
off the old wire, taking<out the old 
tacks or staples that held it down.

Unless the amount of Insur- 


ance carried on a house built be- 
fore 1939 has been increased by 
at least 75 per cent in recent 
years, severe financial loss will 
result in case of destruction by 
fire or other causes, it was pointed 
out today by the Construction Re- 
search Bureau, national clearing 
house for building information. 


This is because building cost' 


have more than doubled in th 
past 12 years and it now costs 
twice as much to replace a struc- 
ture. 


Even many homes built in the 


past five years are under-insured, 
Several of the nation's largest 
mortgage lending institutions re- 
cently examined their portfolios 
and discovered that approximate- 
ly half the homes lack proper in- 
surance. The home buyers wer 
promptly told to increase 
amounts carried, all the way from 
20 per cent to 75 per cent. 


Consult With Agent 


Families who own their homes 


free and clear do not have the 
benefit of such check-ups. These 
families arc advised to imme- 
diately consult with the insur- 
ance agents to be sure they have 
full coverage. It is not necessary 
to wait for expiration of the 3^ 
year period for which most pod'-af 
cies are written. An endorsement 
increasing: the amount of insur- 
ance can be added at any time. 


But since no insurance policy 


can require heirlooms or pay total 
costs of damage, fire prevention 
or confinement of fire to the area 
in which it starts should be the 
watchword of every household. 
Among steps that ^ can be taken 
at relatively low costs is to blow 
the walls full of mineral woc%' 
insulation to act as a fire barrier, 
equip the home with solid doors 
and eliminate fire hazards where- 
over found.

ready provided, a p a r t of the 
spring chimney repair should be 
to pack the space between the 
chimney and nearby wood framing 
with mineral wool because the in- 
sulation 
will prevent 
excessive 


heat from reaching the wood. 


During the spring inspection, the 


flue should be cleaned. An easy 
method is to lower a burlap sack 
filled with leaves and weighted^ 
with bricks down the flue. 


Ordinary window screen placed 


over the chimney top will elimi- 
nate the danger of flying sparks 
and keep insects out of the house. 
The screen can be held in place by 
bricks cemented over it at each 
corner.

MacArthur Influence Is Seen in 


Far East Policy Speed-Up 


Theadministration may or may not ultimately adopt 


General MacArthur's chief recommendations for the Far 
East, namely, the bombardment of China, use of Chiang Kai- 
shek's forces, and, a total blockade of the China coast. 


In his testimony to the senate committees studying Far 


Eastern affairs, Secretary of Defense Marshall declared it 
was U. S. policy never to allow Formosa to fall into Red 
hands. This was a stronger position than the government 
had heretofore taken. 


Marshall also told the senators he believed the U. S. 


should use its veto to bar Red China from membership on 
the United Nations Security Council. There appears some 
doubt whether this is legally possible under the UN charter, 
but the statement nevertheless is definite evidence of a stiff- 
fened U. S. attitude toward Red China. 


. Since MacArthur laid his case before the country, the 


administration also has stepped up the pace of aid to Chiang's 
National forces on Formosa. A 600-man military mission is 
slated for early arrival there. 


These things are developments in U, S. policy since Mac- 


Arthur came home. Most seasoned observers feel the cause- 
and-effect relationship is close. 


Then, too, Britain recently suspended shipments of rub- 


ber to Red China. There had been substantial pressure from 
the U. S. for a long time. No£ until MacArthur stirred up 
the second Great Debate and revealed the depths of Ameri- 
can f eeling on this score did the British act. 
, 


Now the United Nations, largely inactive since condemn- 


ing Red China as an aggressor, is rousing itself and prepar- 
ing to slap economic sanctions on the Chinese. For the mo- 
ment, the UN is planning only an arms embargo, but in time 
it may be widened to cover shipment of all goods. Here again,' 
the action is believed a direct result of American feeling, 
fanned by MacArthur's statements, that the UN has been 
soft and ineffective in dealing with the Communist Chinese. 


The wise citizen is still reserving judgment on the wis- 


dom of MacArthur's basic recommendations until all the tes- 
timony is in. But he does not have to take sides on those 
issues to concede that the general has had a genuine impact 
on the Far Eastern policies of the free world. 


The changes set forth here are malters of fact. And it 


is the considered view of our most expert foreign affairs an- 
alysts that MacArthur, directly or indirectly, was respon- 
sible for them all. 


To the extent that he may be properly credited with in- 


ducing the West to bring its Far Eastern policies into sharper 
focus and greater harmony, it seems fair to suggest that the 
general's entry into the political forum has been salutary. 


Unsung Heroes 


When the American people are totting up the list of he- 
roes in the Korean war, they shouldn't overlook the Allied 
counter-intelligence agents who smashed an enemy spy ring 
one week before last September's Inchon landings. 


The North Korean and Japanese members of that ring 


are now on trial in Tokyo. Testimony discloses that detailed 
plans of the landing were in the hands of the ringleader when 
he was arrested Sept. 9,1950. Had those plans reached the 
enemy, it might have led to a military debacle for our forces. 


Hats off t& the men whose alert counter-espionage may 


have saved thousands of American and Allied lives on the 
beaches of Inchon.

situation your course depends on 
your position. When the melder 
is at your right you must discard 
with great caution. The opponent 
who follows you has his full hand 
(for at least one play) and has no 
worries about making the count 


When the melder Is at your left, 


you should make the initial meld 
if possible. This 
is especially 


true if the opponent has used six 
or more cards in his meld.

In this situation you are very 


unlikely to give away the pile to 
the melder. He has only a few 
cards and probably has only one 
other pair in his hand. Hence it 
does not hurt you particularly, to 
deplete your own hand. 


Your meld relieves your part- 


ner of the necessity of acquiring 
or keeping the count. It gives 
him information about safe dis- 
cards. It gives your side credit 
for red threes and protects you 
against a complete defeat is the 
opponents meld out in a hurry.

The Doctor Says; 


Unsightly Varicose Veins 
Should Not Be Neglected 


By EDWIN P. JORDAN, M. D. 


Varicose veins are not only 


unsightly but can .lead to swelling 
of the feet and legs and to the 
formation of ulcers. 
They are 


common, too, perhaps partly be- 
cause so many occupations involve 
standing for long periods. 


A typical problem W posed by 


Mrs. L.H.B. who writes: "I have 
varicose veins and would like to 
have, them fixed but want to know 
whether it would be dangerous. 
Also I want to go to work after- 
wards but the Job requires stand- 
Ing." 


The question of what to do 


about varicose veins is not' always 
the easiest thing to answer. The 
first thing is to understand what 
they are. The veins of the legs 
carry blood back 
toward 
the 


heart. They are equipped with 
valves at intervals which prevent 
the blood from flowing backwards. 


Sometimes, however, these 


valves break down and then the 
pressure on the walls of the veins 
increases, causing them to dilate 
or enlarge. These enlarged veins, 
which are usually near the sur- 
face, are what are called varicose 
veins. The flow of blood inside 
them is also slowed. 


It isn't possible to build new 


valves or to cause the veins to 
shrink. But on the favorable side 
these veins are not really neces- 
sary because veins farther Inside 
the legs can carry the blood just 
as well. 


This is the reason varicose veins 


can often be treated so success- 
fully, either by cutting them out 
or tying them (surgery) or by In- 
jecting them with an irritating 
fluid which causes them to close 
up entirely. The choice of what 
method to use must, of course, be 
made by the surgeon though ap- 
parently in recent years surgery 
ha.<i become the more favored. 


DON'T RUN RISK 


Neither of these methods can 


really be described as danger- 
ous. But it takes a while for the 
circulation to be entirely rerouted, 
so a job involving a lot of stand* 
ing is not too good an idea for a 
while. 


Furthermore, one can have some 


varicose veins fixed and then "de- 
velop new ones. But even with 
this hazard they ought not to be 
neglected, especially because of 
the risk of ulcer formation and 
other evidences of poor circula- 
tion. 


A word should also be said about 


the use of elastic stockings or 
bandages. 
These will not cure 


varicose veins but are still often 
advisable for special reasons or 
after an operation.

Tomato plants can be set out 


soon. Set them quite close if you 
alan to prune them to one stem— 
ibout 18 inches apart is sufficient.

Besides the 
fruit is clean and easy to find. 


Try to secure plants five to sev- 


en weeks old, six to seven inches 
tall. Don't put too much emphasis 
on earliness in tomato variety, 
rather consider wilt 
resistance, 


vigor, good foliage and continued 
yield. 


Transplant tomatoes as well as 


other plants in late afternoon or 
evening and on a cloudy day if you 
can avoid morning hours and sun- 
ny morning hours and sunny, 
windy days. 


Use plenty of water in each hole 


dug with a trowel; let this water 
soak In. Set the plants reasonably 
deep, but don't bury. Firm the soil 
around the plant. 


Use this transplanting method 


for all other plants too.

Agree on Terms of Draft for 
Half-Million in 181 Class 


WASHINGTON, 
(AP) — The 


military draft moved a step nearer 
today for about a half million 
young men who are 18 years and 
six months or older. 


But senators and representatives 


who agreed on this yesterday pre- 
dicted that few if any of them will 
be inducted unless extensive war 
or some other unexpected emer- 
gency develops. 
. The minimum induction age for 
the present draft act, due to ex- 
pire in July, is 19 years. 


The six months reduction was 


agreed to by a senate-house con- 
ference committee which failed 
once more to adjust differences 
over a Universal Military Training 
(UMT) 
program.

would be drafted for the next three 
and a half years. 


Before any local draft board 


oulcl call a man under 19 it first 
must exhaust all availables in the 
iresent 19 through 25 year pool. 
Vinson said these "should fill all 
needs for our present goals." 


The conferees accepted a man- 


power ceiling of 5,000.000. The 
administration has set a goal of

mental minimum standards for 
draftees to those in use during 
tlie last war in January, 1945.

Tnc lowered standards would 
not apply to volunteers or re- 
serves. 


4. Allowing local draft boards 


to require that conscientious ob- 
jectors, deferred because of re- 
ligious beliefs, .serve in defen.se 
work, such as a factory or farm- 
ing. 


5. Requiring that all draftees, 


volunteers and reserves have at 
least four months basic training 
before being assigned outside the 
United States for possible com- 
bat duty.
